because the government has 
banned pentecostal worship.

He toured 
two feeding stations where 
hundreds were coming and 
going daily.

Papa Randall traveled over fifty 
(50) years preaching on the 
streets, in store front churches 
and brush harbors. Many souls 
were saved through his minis- 
try. He preferred the Evangelist 
field even though he pastored 
several churches. 


Papa Randall held many offices 
in the National Evangelist 
Department. He served as the 
First National Evangelist Secre- 
tary in the beginning of the 
Department, over (50) years ago. 
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ETHIOPIA

Of all the lands of Africa beyond 
the Great Sahara Desert, Ethi- 
opia had the greatest influence 
upon ancient Egyptian civiliza- 
tion. These two nations shared 
the Nile River and its branches 
from the Ethiopian highlands, 
the Atbara, Blue Nile, and Sobat. 
The early relations of these 
countries reveals that the Ethi- 
opians had ruled in Egypt 
between 715 and 663 B.C., as the 
XXV Dynasty. However, around 
480 B.C., according to the Greek 
historian Herodutus, the Ethio- 
pians marched with Xerxes’ 
army against the Greeks. 


Christianity came to Ethiopia in 
mass during the first century of 
the Christian Era--with the rise 
of the Axumite Kingdom, in 
what is now called Eritrea and 
Northern Ethiopia or Amhora. 
Axum was its capital, near 
present Adura, and Addis, on the 
Red sea, was its commercial 
port. But it wasn’t until the fifth 
century that the Kingdom offi- 
cially adopted Christianity. 


However, Hebrews, as far back 
as their Babylonian captivity (II 
Kings 18:9-16) of the sixth cen- 
tury B.C., had sought refuge in 
the Ethiopian highlands. Thus 
Ethiopia’s ancient ties with the 
Israelites are well recorded in 
the Old Testament. In Isaiah 37, 
God used the Ethiopians to save 
Israel when Jerusalem was 
besieged by the Assyrians. Tir- 
hakah, a mighty Ethiopian king, 
defeated Sennacherib, the fierce 
Assyrian king, in the battle of 
Jerusalem, Circa, 695 B.C. Tir- 
hakah’s victory saved Israel 
from the vicious Assyrians. See 
also II Kings 19:9-10. 


Throughout the Holy Scriptures 
Africans have played prominent 
roles. In Genesis 16:1-16, we 
learn that Abraham’s first son, 
Ishmael, came by an African 
woman-Hager, an Egyptian 
maid. God blessed Ishmael (Gen. 
17:20), and said He would make 
him a great nation. In Numbers 
12:1, the scriptures reveal that 
Moses married an Ethiopian 
(African) woman. Job referred to 
himself as “black” (Job 30:30). 
Moreover, the romantic inter- 
lude of the Song of Soloman 
clearly states that the women 
whom Solomon calls “my love,” 
is the Shulamite women-- beau- 
tiful black women. “Tam black,” 
she states, “but comely O ye 


Papa Randall was a professional 
painter. Many churches were 
beautified from his talent and 
labor.

Papa Randall leaves to cherish 
his memories, a loving and 


daughters of Jerusalem, like the 
tents of Kedar, like the curtains 
of Solomon. Look not upon me, 
because I am black, because the 
sun hath looked upon me” (Song 
of Solomon 1:5-6). In Amos 9:7, 
God told the prophet Amos that 
he loves the Ethiopians as much 
as he loves the Israelites. God 
told Jeremiah to tell Ebed- 
Melech, an African (Ethiopian), 
that he would save him (ere- 
miah 38:7-13; Jer. 39:15-18). And, 
Simeon of Cyrene (a North Afri- 
can) carried Jesus’ cross up the 
hill of calvary (Luke 23:26). 


But, however, Africans have not 
always appeared valiantly in the 
scriptures. There are some dis- 
mal chapters, too. Nahum 3:9-10 
recounts days of slavery: “Ethi- 
opia and Egypt were her 
strength, and it was infinite; Put 
and Lubim were thy helpers. Yet 
was she carried away, she went 
into captivity; her young child- 
ren also were dashed in pieces 
at the top of all the streets; and 
they cast lots for her honorable 
men, and all her great men were 
bound in chains.” See also Isaiah 
20:4-5. 


Moreover, the book of Judgment 
(Revelation 5) is locked by seven 
seals; only Christ, the Lamb, can 
open the Book. The third seal 
(Rev. 6:5) is symbolized by a 
“black horse’, which signifies 
the JUDGMENT OF FAMINE 
that will prevail at the close of 
this age. Africa today is blighted 
with famine. In Latin, AFFRE 
CARECTAE refers to beasts or 
beasts of burden. Horses are 
beasts of burden. Could the 
“black horse” of Rev. 6:5 refer 
to the inhabitants of Africa? 
Maybe...CF. Lamentations 5:10. 


However, all is not doom and 
gloom is in the scriptures. There 
is wonderful hope--that hope is 
in Christ. “Behold, the eye of the 
Lord is upon those who fear Him, 
upon those who hope in His 
mercy, to deliver their soul from 
death, and to keep them alive in 
famine. 


Our soul waiteth for the Lord; 
He is our help and our shield. 
For our heart shall rejoice in 
Him, because we have trusted in 
His holy name. Let thy mercy, 
O Lord, be upon us, according 
as we hope in thee” (Psalms 
33:18-22).

Ezekiel the Prophet as sentry —

man: You are to die, and you do 
not warn him; if you do not speak 
and warn him to renounce his 
evil ways and so live, then he 
shall die for his sin, but I will 
hold you responsible to his 
death. If, however, you do warn 
a wicked man and he does not 
renounce his wickedness and his 
evil ways, then he shall die for 
his sin, but you, yourself will 
have saved your life. When the 
upright man renounces his integ- 
rity to do evil and I set a trap 
for him he too shall die; since 


you failed to warn him, he shall 
die for his sin and the integrity 
he practiced will not longer be 
remembered; but I will hold you 
responsible for his death. If, 
however, you warn the upright 
man to sin and he abstains from 
sinning, he shall live, thanks to 
your warning, and you too will 
have saved your life.” 


John 10:9-16 — I am the gate. 
Anyone who enters through me 
will be safe: He will go freely in 
and out and be sure of finding 
pasture. The thief comes only to 
steal and kill and destroy. I have 
come so that they may have life 
and have it to the full. Iam the 
good shepherd: the good she- 
pherd is one who lays down his 
life for his sheep. The hired man, 
since he is not the shepherd and 
the sheep do not belong to him 
abandons the sheep and runs 
away as soon as he sees a wolf 
coming, and then the wolf 
attacks and scatters the sheep;

The fact of the matter is, she is 
a very unique person, called and 
ordained by God to fill a special 
position in the body of Christ.

3, 1985 my family and I had an 
experience that we won’t very 
easily forget. I want to share it 
with the world.

I am the new pastor of a small 
church (Lincolnshire COGIC) 
here in San Antonio.

Sunday morning (Feb. 3, 1985), 
I was standing at the pulpit 
getting ready to deliver my 
Sunday morning message, and 
one of the members interrupted 
me and told me her daughter had 
a terrible headache, and asked 
would I pray for her. The mother 
is Missionary Nesby, and the 
daughter is Sis. Boykin (the 
pianist). I went down to pray for 
Sis. Boykin and after rebuking 
the power of Satan and telling 
him that he is a liar, and God 
only is true, I went back to the 
rostrum. I noticed that it was 
extremely warm and becoming 
difficult to breathe. I turned one 
heater down and the other one 
off. When going back to the 
rostrum I started to get a little 
dizzy.

Boykin 
because she appeared to have 
passed out. I heard her talking 
to me, but I couldn’t respond. I 
couldn’t move, and I was getting 
weaker and losing the desire to 
stay awake. I kept trying to read 
the scripture and saying yes to 
the Lord. I kept getting weaker, 
and kept telling Satan that he 
was a lie. My daughter (Chondra 
Evette Smith), tried to take me 
to the door so I could get some 
air, but she could not. She went 
across the street and got Mr. 
Mackey and his son. They came 
over and got us out of the church. 
I thank him so very much. I am 
praying that the Lord will save 
the Mackey family. My wife 
wasn’t affected as much as I 
was. After I became mobile, we 
got into the car and she started 


to drive us home. I started to 
have trouble breathing and kept 
trying to regurgitate and my 
head started hurting. I told my 
wife to take me to Wilford Hall 
USAF Medical Center, at Lack- 
land AFB, and see if I could get 
them to give me some oxygen so 
I could breathe. I am a retired 
military personnel, so the hos- 
pital personnel set me up for a 
complete checkup after I 
explained to them what had 
happened. They sent my daugh- 
ter to get my wife and proceeded 
to set them up for checkups also. 
They found that we had a def- 
inite level of carbon-monoxide in 
our lungs. Carbon-monoxide has 
a tendency to cling to the red 
corpuscles, so they gave each of 
various blood tests and EKG’s, 
and my wife and I had to take 
an IV. Then they decided to send 
us to Brooks AFB to go through 
the Hydrobaric Chamber where 
we could breathe 100% oxygen 
for 2 hours to clear the carbon 
monoxide out of our system.

starving people laid quietly on 
the floor waiting to receive food. 
The ambulatory and stronger 
ones gathered at the gates of the 
supply station to eat and take 
food home to those too weak to 
walk 20 - 30 miles for food. 


In an interview with Dr. Quick 
he reflected how the Ethiopian 
situation has become an issue of 
faith, “Monday, February 23, 


1985 to be exact, I began the trip 
which I believe has made a most 
significant impact upon me and 
has given me an experience 
which demands to be preached.” 


He felt this suffering must be 
acknowledged from the pulpit to 
allow the saints to understand 
their God demands a tangible 
response. He comments that the 
Ethiopian people are under mil- 
itary control and a nation at war 
with itself. The combination of 
political upheaval and famine 
has created untold misery. He 
was astonished that only a few 
years ago Haile Selassie ruled

these leaders met and agreed to 
continue the high level confer- 
ences. The conferences serve 
notice to the Christian world 
that we pentecostal people are 
together, in spite of certain 
traditions that separate us. 
Together, the various leaders 
reinforced their personal rela- 
tionships and promoted general 
fellowship among their respec- 
tive organizations. 


The principal item on the March 
agenda was the proposed consti- 
tutional structure. A 
constitutional subcommittee 
was charged to create a struc- 
ture that would aid in the 
continued development of the 
fellowship. The Elder J. Delano 
Ellis and various representa- 
tives of the other churches 
served on that subcommittee to 
draw up the basic tenets for the 
larger voting delegation. 


For those who wonder, this 
fellowship is not an attempt to 
blend the various churches into 
one; only to provide a foundation 
for better communication and 
cooperation. Pentecostal Holi- 
ness people have too great a 
struggle to wage against pov- 
erty, racism and sin to be 
separated because of fear or 
unnecessary bias. 


The day of March 12, 1985, was 
spent in a lengthy working 
session. For hours the delegates 
and their leaders cooperated to 
make the best use of their val- 
uable time. They dialogued 
about the fellowship’s purpose, 


its structure, membership, var- 
ious committees and other 
procedures. The business ses- 
sion was long and exhausting. 


After the session was completed, 
the saints went to a great wor- 
ship service. That evening 
Pentecostal Temple was filled to 
capacity. The saints were there 
to witness the presentation of 
the presiding officers of the 
various organizations. The 
choirs lifted up Jesus in song, 
and the saints praised God in the 
beauty of holiness. 


Bishop J. O. Patterson had tra- 
velled to Philadelphia and 
enjoyed the hospitality of the 
Bishop Lena Thomas of the 
Gates of Heaven Pentecostal 
Church.

yet she was so supportive of 
Barak that he told her, ‘‘if you 
don’t go with us then I won’t go.” 


The pastor’s wife is supportive 
of the vision that God has given 
to her husband and yet she must 
exemplify leadership among the 
parishoners in all areas of ste- 
wardship. She also provides a 
role model of Christian charac- 
ter for the women of the church. 


When the odds were against the 
children of Israel, Deborah said, 
“We can win the war.” Because 
she was able to inspire, she 
restored confidence and awa- 
kened hope of freedom in every 
tribe of Israel. She saw that the 
strategic moment had come. She 
had not leaped into full glory at 
once, but had for many years 
participated in exertive and 
organizing activity which pre- 
pared her for Israel’s day of 
independence. Nothing comes 
overnight. God has a time of 
preparation for each of us. 


SHE IS A LEADER 


Deborah loved God and served 
him faithfully. Her strength of 
character enabled her to make 
decisions that would benefit the 
great host of Israelites. 


The pastor’s wife is often found 
in a position of leadership either 
assigned or understood. The 
problem is when the pastor’s 
wife makes a decision, too often 
she is accused of being bossy or 
of running the church. If her 
decision is supportive of a cer- 
tain group of the church, there 
is another group that will find 
her stand totally unacceptable 
and thus she is accused of 
showing partiality. Mutuality 
usually carries you down the 
middle road. 


No matter what her area of 
expertise, she runs the risk of 
criticism simply by virtue of the 
fact that she is the pastor’s wife. 
Her leadership qualities are 
sometimes even hampered 
because she must keep in mind 
that her actions will be reflective 
on the pastor. 


The insight of the pastor’s wife 
is born out of years of experience

with dealing with people. The 
experience and wisdom she 
gains enables her to perceive the 
needs of the individuals in the 
church. Because of the heavy 
responsibilities of our pastor, 
they often rely on their wife to 
inform them of various situa- 
tions among the members. 


She allows others to grow and 
develop their potential by encou- 
raging them to go forth in the 
different ministries of the 
church. It is so easy to do the 
things you know need to be done 
but the pastor’s wife will hold 
back so that others may 
progress. 


Whether she sits in the pew, 
sings in the choir, whatever her 
place is, her influence and 
actions touch those around her. 
The pastor’s wife must be a wise 
woman. Usually there is little 
that goes on among the women 
that she doesn’t get wind of. 
Most times her smile never 
ceases. Sometimes even more 
vibrant during the stormy times. 
Her example of strength often 
enhances and motivates the 
women in the church. 


SHE IS A SUPPORTER 


A supporter is a strong individ- 
ual. They are secure enough to 
bring others to the forefront and 
yet feel comfortable with their 
role. The dictionary defines a 
supporter as something or some- 
one who sustains, holds up, 
bears. Deborah realized that 
God’s work was and never will 
be centered around only one 
person. As we support the lead- 
ership, we have a smooth 
running structure; be it a 


church, a business or ina family. 


The pastor’s wife should be the 
pastor’s chief supporter. Proba- 
bly more than anything else, she 
functions as a supporter. No 
matter what her interests are 
she is almost always totally 
engrossed in her husband’s 
ministry. 


When the pastor knows that his 
wife believes in what he is doing, 
is backing him up in his work, 
when he knows she is praying 
for him and is seeking God’s will 
and blessing on his ministry, he 
can make it...This provides 
incentive for him to go on and 
do greater things. But of course

this applies to all husband/wife 
relationships. 


Just the fact that she is support- 
ing her husband in his efforts 
keeps the first lady’s hands full. 
If she doesn’t do anything else 
in the church but that, she is 
still pleasing God. 


The pastor’s wife is divinely 
chosen by God to be the one that 
will stand with the pastor, 
lending a supporting ear in the 
midnight hours or sometimes 
just to be the one to pray. No 
matter how qualified, how intel- 
lectual, how attractive no matter 
how capable other women are, 
the pastor’s wife is vital to a 
successful church. Deborah was 
chosen for that hour and God 
used her to win a mighty battle. 
To be chosen brings a lot of 
responsibility but even more 
important, to chose to allow the 
Holy Ghost to control your life 
makes any given job much 
easier. 


I suppose it is important that 
others always know who the 
pastor’s wife is. Lets face it 
ladies we are a part of the image 
of our church.

Knowing our- 
selves includes knowing how we 
function in all four areas. 
Rather, it can be a process that 
frees us from ourselves and 
allows us to function in roles 
which are consistent with the 
person God designed us to be.
